YOU can just picture the marketing whizzes of the 
famous Energiser battery campaign putting in a call for 
David Clarkson to feature in their next advertisement. 
He'll zoom around all day, leaving opponents 
flabbergasted at his energy saying ‘don't you ever give 
up?’. 

If any player in the Ericsson Cup ever had his boot studs 
scrape over evey blade of grass on the park, it must be 
David Clarkson. 

The industrious South Melbourne midfielder puts in the 
hard yards like few others and the rewards have been 
great for Ange Postecoglou's side 

"| don't know if I'm the fittest player in the team, | just 
tend to do a lot of work in a game, | guess | just have 
the ability to do it for 90 minutes," Clarkson says. 

"I've come to appreciate that every team needs a player 
like that. 

"I'd love to score more goals but we have a lot of 
goalscorers in the team. | still get involved in all the play 
which is good." 

Running so hard doesn't come easy. Clarkson watches 
what he eats - if he has what he calls a "blowout" on 
pizza one day - he'll make up for it the next by pounding 
the streets to burn off the kilojoules. 

The good eating habits stem from his time with 
Australian Institute of Sport and his close work with the 
Victorian Institute of Sport. 

As a junior, Clarkson was no busy bee. 

"| was a little, podgy, blonde-haired Tasmanian boy. | was 
fast young, then from ten to 14 | had a growth spurt and 
slowed down, 

“ie was at the Australian Institute of Sport when | was 
17 when | developed my stamina." 

It is hard to find a player in Australia who shares 
Clarkson's ability to cover so much territory in one 
game. 

"Y don't think anyone's silly enough," Clarkson laughs. 
He says Marconi Fairfield's Brad Maloney is one player 
who probably runs as much as he does, although more 
of the Sydneysider's yards are covered in attack. 

While soccer may seem rosy for Clarkson now, it 
wasn't three year's ago. Clarkson was in the middle of a 
national league return at Gippsland when his knee gave 
way and he was forced to undergo a knee 
reconstruction. 

Most had written Clarkson off, but one new coach was 
a bit wiser. 

Ange Postecoglou hasn't received the credit for signing 
Clarkson that he justifiably deserves. It was a gamble 
that is reaping rewards of the highest calibre and one of 
the club's best recruiting decisions in the 1990s. 
Clarkson was buoyed during his recovery from the 
reconstruction when Postecoglou phoned him and said 
he was interested in bringing him to Bob Jane Stadium. 
"To get that call was a big boost,” Clarkson says.
